Description of the Chime 


The Chime consists of ten bells, of the following weights and tones: One—2,035 
pounds, Е; Two—1,568 pounds, G; Three—1,010 pounds, A; Four — 826 pounds, B-flat; 
Five — 582 pounds, С; Лх— 420 pounds, D; Seven — 375 pounds, E-flat; Eight — 524 
pounds, E natural; Nine — 318 pounds, F; Ten —288 pounds, G. Total weight of bells, 
7,746 pounds. The framework weighs, in addition, about 4,500 pounds. 

Musicians will note that the chime consists of the straight scale f F, and with the 
addition of the ‘‘E-flat’’ or ‘‘Flat-seventh’’ bell, tunes in two different keys may be 
played. 

The bells are made of pure bell-metal, which consists of 78% of copper and 22% of 
tin. Much is said of the quantity of silver in various bells as being responsible for their 
peculiar sweetness of tone. This is a myth, for experiments have shown that when silver 
is added to the regular composition of bells, the effect is decidedly injurious to the tone of 
the finished bell. 

The chime is operated by a single player, who stands before the ring-case, consisting 
of a set of ten levers, one for each bell and connected with the tongue of same by wooden 
trackers, chains, etc. By pressing downward on these levers the bell clappers are brought 
in contact with the bells, causing them to sound. Experienced operators can adjust the 
force of the blow so that the bells can be played loud or soft or with proper expression—a 
thing which no mechanical chime-ringing apparatus is able to do.

The Main Organ is back of the pulpit, divided, with space in the 
center for a chorus choir, detached console, etc., and comprises four 
beautiful facades of Gothic tracery and groups of large speaking pipes, 
all finished in gold and mahogany. 

The unique Cathedral Chimes are enclosed in a swell box and are 
operated by a special electro-pneumatic device of the builders. 

The Echo Organ is placed high in a tower in the cpposite end of the 
church, and from the character of its stops, their artistic treatment, and 
its peculiar location, this unusual feature will prove very beautiful and 
useful, 

The instrument as a whole is a type of the highest and best system 
of modern organ-building art, with its wonderful possibilities.

Description of Church 


The general dimensions of the building are 90x 120 feet, the general style being a modification of 
the English Gothic cathedral. The massive tower, located at the corner, forms a central feature in the 
perspective. The exterior walls are all of finely tooled Bedford stone with elaborately moulded and 
carved trimmings of the same stone. The roof is covered with corrugated red tile, and all cornices, gut- 
ters and conductors are of copper. The interior walls and ceilings are of hard plaster, sand-finished on 
metal lath, the ceiling being groin-arched and decorated in stucco fan-tracery and details. The interior 
wood finish and furnishings are of mahogany and birch with finely carved details. 

The interior decorations and art glass are from the famous Tiffany studios. The spacious chancel 
contains the choir, the divided organ and the pulpit platform. The seats are in circular form on a slightly 
bowled floor, and a gracefully curved balcony affords as desirable sittings as those on the main floor. 

The Sabbath School department, which is quite separate from the church, consists of a large cen- 
tral room, with class-rooms in two tiers on each side, all arranged to open together by folding and sliding 
sash doors, for general exercises. A pastor’s study is located on the main floor, fitted up with book 
cases, mantel and toilet room, and opening on both the church and Sabbath School. 

The basement is high, dry and well ventilated and contains a large dining and entertainment hall 
with stage, parlor, Kindergarten room, kitchen, fully equipped toilet rooms, boiler room and coal room. 

The building is lighted by both gas and electricity, artistically disposed and heated with steam, with 
a thorough system of gravity ventilation, accelerated by rarefaction.

Windows 


The Windows throughout the church are constructed of Tiffany 
РауШе Glass, in a purely Gothic design, which harmonizes with the 
architecture of the building. In one of the large windows in the audi- 
torium are the figures of our Lord and the four Evangelists, while in the 
great Sabbath School window is depicted that famous scene in the life of 
Christ where He is found by His mother, while conversing with the 
doctors in the temple. This is an extremely appropriate design for a 
Sabbath School window and will always be an object lesson to the youth 
of the church. These figure subjects are not taken, as is found in many 
churches throughout the country, from some of the works of the old 
masters, which were intended for paintings and not for glass, but were 
the original productions of the artists of the Tiffany Studios, and were 
especially designed for works of art in glass alone.

The Decoration of the entire interior is also the work of Tiffany Studios. 
The color scheme of the various rooms is conspicuous for its extreme 
simplicity, the object of which is to obtain absolutely correct harmony of 
color without resorting to lavish decoration. We may here state that the 
mottled effect on the wall is a new departure in the art of decoration, 
and is original with the Tiffany Studios. The effect is soothing and 
pleasing to the eye, and is not obtainable from the ordinary method 
of opaquely painted walls. The whole scheme of color effects, inter- 
mingled with gold traceries, is artistic in every detail. Great skill has 
been displayed in the toning of all colors, making them complementary 
io the rich green, gold and blue of the windows and the rich mahogany 
of the woodwork. 


Furniture 


The Furniture in the Sabbath School rooms, parlor, study and pulpit 
is all mahogany and made by the A. H. Andrews Company, of Chicago. 
The building stone is commonly known as Bedford stone, and furnished 
by J. Y. Thompson, of Bloomington, Ind. 

The Entertainment Hall is furnished with mahogany folding-chairs, 
made by the Standard Manufacturing Company, Cambridge City, Ind.

building. The finish is solid bronze in the outside fixtures and what is 
known as verde antique on the chandeliers. 


Carpets 


All the floors are covered with Royal Wilton Carpets, of modest 
patterns and colors, in pleasing harmony with decorations and wood 
furnishings.
